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The Rejections 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 

which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 

in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 

claimed invention. The claim is not support by the original specification. The specification 

teaches the claimed method as a pretreatment of a pryoltic carbon and not a means to create flaky 

pryoltic carbon. Thus, the claim contains new matter.. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly ovmed at the time a later invention was made 
in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103© and potential 35 
U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 




Claims 17 to 22 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tsuji et al in view of Anthony (5,451,430). 

The Tsuji et al reference teaches a diamond and process for formation. In a chamber 
isotopically pure diamond starting materials are placed with catalysts and a nitrogen flux. The 
chamber is subjected to high pressure and high temperatures to produce an isotopically pure 
diamond, note cite supra. The sole difference between the instant claims and the prior art is the 
doping of the diamond with boron. However, the Anthony et al reference teaches an isotopically 
Prue diamond, col. 3 lines 20-28 and doping with boron col. 6 lines 60-65. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the Tsuji et al reference by the teachings of the 
Anthony et al reference to dope the diamond in order to enhance properties in the diamond. 

Claims 23 to 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsuji et al 
in view of Anthony (5,451,430) and Nakamura et al.. 

The Tsuji et al and Anthony references are releid oon for the smae reasons as s tated, supra, 
and differ from the instant claims in the carbon source. However, the Nakamura et al reference 
teaches using flaky pryoltic carbon as a source of diamonds, note abs. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the Tsuji et al reference by the teachings of the 
Nakamura et al reference to use flaky pryoltic carbon in order to shorten formation times 
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Response to Applicants' Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed June 25, 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants' argument concerning the thermal conductivity is noted. However, the 
reference does teach the boron addition to diamonds within the exact range claimed 
and taught in the specification. It is noted, that the thermal conductivity range claimed is 
lower then the highest thermal conductivity for isotopically pure diamonds. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill would inherently expect the boron doped diamond to have the lower 
thermal conductivities as instantly claimed. Also, while the references do not mention 
all properties of the diamond, the properties would inherently be there as the diamond of 
the prior art has the same amount of isotropic purity and boron dopant. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
